Divnak, Pa June Ii. — Thirty-one , 


miners were killed by an exploson of ans 
mm the the coal mines at Hill Farm. own- 
wi by the Dunbar Furnace Company, and 
The 


e\plesicn cecurred at 10-50 o'clock this 
merning. The boliesof two of the un 

fortunates were taken out. The others 
are stl entombed in the mine, where a 
fieree fire ts raging. There is little doubt 
that all are dead. Desperate efferts are 
In progress to clear a way to recever the 
bodies, but so far witheut avail A res- 
ecung party of 1 imen, headed by Mine 
Inspector Keighley, of this distriet, spent 
the afternoon in the pitfbat up till late to 
night had only been able to rescue two 
bodies. These had died from the feree of 
the explosion and are badly burned

They had 
etlent’y tempted re eseape throu h 
ithe Hames. The explosion was one of the 
nest disastrous and deadly in the history 
of the Coke region. The ealunity has an 
jnorved the community «nd the inhabi 
tints are wild with cxettement.

shores of the Gulf of Mexico over a 
century since. ‘The same is true of the 
vacquero, for he is invariably a Mex- 
ican, sometimes the descendant from a 
pure Castilian family; but more often a 
“Greaser” or half-breed. having the 
blood of the Castilian and Indian mixed 
inhis veins. His oeeupation is hand- 
ling and breaking wild herses, and 
while he inherits the hot-tempered, im- 
petuous disposition, together with the 
reckless bravery of his Spanish ances- 
try, he has also coupled with it the cun- 
ning and treachery of his Indian fore- 
fathers in as noted a degree as the wild 
descendants of those pure-bred Spanish 
palfreys have inherited their high spir- 
its, speed and endurance, 

In his dress the vacquero gives the 
strongest outward evidence of his an- 
vestry and eeeupation. The heavy. 
broad-brimmed sombrero, ornamented 
with goldor silver braid and cord; the 
fancifully-decorated and embroidered 
velveteen Jacket and trousers with buck- 
skin shirt and gaily-colored sash, long- 


legged boots and big spurs, form invari- 


ably the dress adopred by him, no imat- 
ter how poor he may be or how old and 
worn his garments. 

In choosing his outfit, his saddle and 
bridle, he is more careful than the ordi- 
nary cowbey, and gives less thought to 
the expense; especially sois this the case 
with reyard tothe trappings of hissaddle, 
which are often fastened in place with 
silver-headed rivets, the heads being fre- 
quently as large as a crown piece, and 
engraved with monograms, or brands.

The outfit entire is often worth hun- 
dreds of dollars, and represents the vae- 
quere’s stock in trade, being as indis- 
pensable asa lawyers or physician's 1i- 
brary. We have often seen such aneut- 
fit pirthed. or Csinched” as they say, on 
a horse net worth more than the 
eutfit was dollare. The vaequere takes 
more pride in the compieteness and 
quality of his outfit than the entinury 

Rarely do you ever see the vaequero 
change his orcaps' ion; he is apparently 
born in the saddle, reared in the 
saddle, and net unfrequently falls 
dead from the saddle.
